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^1 . Local  and  other  international  news  overshadowed  U.S. -China 
conflicts,  with  only  two  newspapers  printing  articles  from  their 
own  journalists,  and  the  rest  using  news  wires.  All  articles 
speculated  on  possible  Chinese  retaliation  and  questioned  U.S. 
motives  for  "provoking"  the  disagreements.  While  most  portrayed 
China  and  the  U.S.  as  equals,  left-leaning,  pro-government  Pagina 
12  contrasted  U.S.  military  and  political  superiority  with  the 
economic  threat  posed  by  China.  End  summary. 


1[2 . Largest  circulation  daily  Clarin's  special  correspondent  in 
Beijing,  David  Brunat,  wrote  (2/4)  about  the  U.S.  three  front 
attack  against  China  involving  Google,  Taiwanese  weapons,  and  the 
Dalai  Lama.  While  the  article  contains  mostly  facts  and  quotes 
from  China's  Foreign  Minister,  Brunat  criticizes  the  U.S.  for 
"aggravating  China's  bee  hive"  and  opening  up  a "Pandora's  Box"  of 
possible  Chinese  retaliation.
